The deoraase of reoognined reoruitnent oases vhioh vaa notioed after 
the ereotion of the BerXia WaXX» did not oontinue further. The 
figures reaained the sane as last year. 

I. gxtent of Aotivity 

A total of 1,452 agent reoruitaents or reoruitnent attenpts 
Bade by Soviet BXoo intelligence servioes, vere diaoovered in 
1969 in the federal Republic (1962 1 1,450). These again 
Inoluded quite a nunber of oases in vhlob trsining, inflXtrs* 
tion and aiuipnent with intalligenoe aida already paniittad the 
oonelueion ee to the agent's or resident agent 'e value and 
qualification. Agent couples appeared retber frequently. 

Of the 1,452 reoognined oeeee 1,2X4 persona, that ie 649C, vere 
approached by the Soviet Zone intelliganoe aervioee. ^is 
nunber egaln eapbaeised the danger vhioh tba Soviet Zone 
intelligence eervioee constitute for the federal Republio*

U. Handling of Soviet Zone Agente 

In 1965 # HfS tondllng sgenolee Beet Berlia» hagdeburf, Leipaig, 

' ' Erfurt and Roa^ook played a particularly iaportant role. The 
aajorlty of all Intel llgenoe opera t lone against the Federal 
Republic, vae otarted from £aet Berlin. 

As previously, the personal eontaot between agent and handling 
office vae mainly the Soviet Zone intelligence tervloes* handling 
method. This contact primarily waa maintained by meetings in 
Bast Berlin and in neutral foreign oountriea, as veil ae by sendk 
ing oourlere end inetruotors who after previove oonsplratoriaX 
agreement, called on the agont in the federal Hepublio.

Prior to 15 Au^i^t 1961 » tbo Mf8 froquentlx •■plox:od Sorlot Zoao 
rolotlrea or friends of the o^nt (whoa it pledged for oooret 
oooporatioB for this purpose) as eourlors. d^he Sorlot Zone 
oltiseno uaually entered the Federal Republio under their true 
neaes* They were in posoeeeion of o travel oertifioato FM 12a 
and to dieguiae their intelligence assignoent, etated that they 
wiahed to pay e viait in the Federal Republio. 

After the Soviet Zone blockade measures* the MfS dereloped nsv 
aethoda for the oonapiratorial courier eerrioe. The use of falsi* 
fled Weot Berlin pereonsl papers or Federal peroonal identity 
oarda which previously had only been used in exceptional oases i 
new becaae the rule. All oourler agoats from the Soviet Zone* 
whom the SfV recorded after 15 August 1961* were provided with 
faltified pcraonel identity cards in the name of persons living 
in the Federal Republio or Vast Berlin. Bo falsifieations of the 
new Federal identification in book-fom were discovered todate. 

The MfS devotod portlciaar attention to the folsifloation of a 
Federal personal Identity card for oonrier agent BOEHMS. His 
aasigners wj aned that he travel with a Federal identity card in 
the nanc of hi-: fr?cnd Herbert K. of Hagen/Woatphalia. BOEBKE 
had to call on K, Hagen in August 1956 for thla purpose and 
under 80 *Qv> pr:-.;rxb made him show hia personal identity oard^ on 
which occ-.ricn ■ as to note the number of tbo fora. Besides* 
he had prs:;r<>'^ photographs oade of himself in Hagan and brought 
them alonj. H' rade thio trip with a travel cortifioate in his 
true name. In the Fall of I960* K. moved from Bagen to a nsarby 
village. Thori.rpun B* bad to oall again on him* make him again 
show hii p:.rff?r.?l identity card and note whether the entry In the 
Identity curC hud been filled o\it by hand or by typewriter. In 
aooordanco her-^vith, the MfS later on provided the faleified 
identity card with c remark of the move and the pertinent etamp 
of the Ennepe-Rvhr-Krelo* 

In addition to the falsified personal papers* the equipment for 
courier tripe to the Federal Republic regularly inoludod western 
clothing and items for use on the trip, la s rula* the agsnta 
were permitted to purohaae these items at the MfS* coat* when 
they were on trial aselgnmsnti in West Berlin or in ths Federal 
Bopubllc. After the oonplstion of ovezr essignaent they had to 
be returned* Often the firat trips to the West (which were to 
enable the future couriers to get aoqusintsd with ths eonditions 
In the Federal Republic) were oonneotsd with the asslgnmtnt to 
collect confidential information on the true bolder of the iden- 
tity oard. Hn^oase of possible controls they had to bo in a posi- 
tion to answer impertinent questions aooordlngly. 

It was the oourisrs* primary task to band over money and reoeivo 
treasonous material • Bsyond this* they wtre to supply their 
meeting partnere with new instructions of the handling agsnoy* to 
eneouragfl thorn to better ooopsratlon and possibly influeaos thes 
politieally* as wall as to give them advice for a useful oomplstion 
of thsir sssignasnta. In this respect* they frequently took on 
the tasks of instruotors.

After 15 Augua't 196I a new coverlet ery wae required aince the 
MfS aeauned that oeoupational aotivitlee in the Soviet Sector

Hnder the covered aaignatien *Crat* 
the B. ooupla earlp in 1965 repeatodlp had to ahadov oaploj’eea 
of the band Agency for the Protection of the Constitution 
about 1650 houra (eloaa of bueineea) in order to find out 
where they lived. All obaarvatlon reaulta had to be reported 
in writing - after tho eetabllahaent of two-way radio oonnoo- 
tion, alao verbally. At tho atart of their intelligeneo 
activitlea, both Gerhard and Ellaabath B. received IM-Veat 500 
and CM-Eaat 100 per month, aleo reimburaement of axpenaeo in 
Eaet and Veat Karka. 

In September 1961 their "salary" was increased by PK 100 a 
month, and from Bovember 1961 on, their aseignara paid them 
BM-Vest 450 par month.

"’oo&tmdiotlone* Thereupon Sr. S' wife and eon assumed a threatening 
Attitude towards the visitor, who, by presenting a diplomatic pass, 
proved his identity as Eugeni Slnowewltsch SCRABARSIN, 2nd secratary 
of tba Sorlet Smbeaay in Bonn* Be explained to have given a wrong 
nan# in order not to bring Sr. 3* (in -view of hie poeltion) into an 
embarraeeing aituatioa. 

In the further couree of the conTereatlon, the diplomat offered to 
re-eetabllah the Interrupted oonneotioo to the brother in the USSR, 
by oonveylng latter* By referring to the changed conditions in the 
USSR, ha also attamptad to induce Sr. 3. to return end aekag th« son 
to vialt the Soviet Union. 

Bla propoaala were declined.

In 34 caaett the pert one approached for purpoeea of eepionage 
against the mo* lired in the Poliah power epheret 23 peraona 
llrad in the FRG or in Berlin (West) at the tine of the reoruitnent 
atteapt. 

In all eaaea^ the intelligence contact attempte were due to 
already exlatlng aeet or eaat oconeotlone* 

I. Recruit sent Methode 

The Polieh intelligence eerrlcea still eontiaued to approach peraona 
trarclling in both dlreotionSi and Geman j^reona from tha Pollab- 
adalnlatarad Oaraan Baat-tarritoriae aha desired re^ettXa«eat, for 
the purpose of eeoretXy procuring inforaatloa froa the PBG* Beeidea, 
they tried to recruit persona who htTS reXatires in tha FRG and« 

In individual caeea» sent agents to contact the peraona in question 
at their haaaa ab> that tine in the fBG* 
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pr^tioflt of ib* Pclltb InttlU^tno* 

80 nrto« for nuaorouo ytors to oppreooh portoao of Oonua ori^ta

Tbie ezplaine why the ioatanoee where re-eettlera were approached 
for intelligenoe cooperation (whiob beoaise known tbie j«»r)f often 
date back a number of yeare. 

The r«-aettlera did not diaoloee an intelligenoe contact in all 
caeee after their arrival in tbe Federal Republic » ae la ahown 
by the following example i 

A technioal engineer (aaohiae oonetruetien) of Upper Silnaia 
had ainoe 193^ applied for re-eettleaent to the Federal Republio. 

In September 1956 » hi® application wae rejected without giring 
a definite reaaon* Due to hie proteat ^ the Mayor of bio town 
referred him to a 8>«menber (SB • Fellah Intelligenoe Serrloe) 
who might be able to help bin. Aa waa #xpected» thia peraon 
would only grant him tbe exit permit if be declared hi® willing* 
nea® to be active in intelligence. The engineer agreed, all the 
more eo einoe he wae promieed that hi® re«ia«ttling applioation 
would be epeedily handled. Aotually, in Sovcmber 1956, after a 
®hort intelligenoe training, he and hi® family wer® able to 
depart. In the Federal Bepublio, he withheld hi® intelligenoe 
. commitment and took up employment with a well-known eleolrioal 
firm. Be then wrote to a cover addresa in varsaw, iaforuLing 
them that he had been legalised. In the Summer of 19^* he 
met hi® handling officer in Vienna, a® agreed, and on thl® 
oooaaion, mad® a report on hi® employing firm and their production. 
Thereafter, be allegedly tried to gradually put an end to the 
Intelligence contact. After he had been neutralised, he stated 
that he only wished to carry out hi® IntalUgence activity until 
a relative from Slleeia had re-eettl®d| he did not have mnough 
courage to oonfeaa at a later data. 

2) Trip, «e th. Fed.r.l B.pytlloi ^ ^ 

In 19b>, a few examples alao became known a® to tho Poliah 
Xntmlligenoe Servioe method®, to aesign paraons within their 
Juriadiction, who wiehed to tr®v«l to the Weet for pritrate 
or oocttpational reasons, with certain Intelligence mlaaiona^ 

In view of the' total number of Pdli. ah "national ^trie®, tb® 
number of reooguiaed intelligenoe daaea wa« smalJu Bowawer, 
it must be remembered that it is nearly impoemible to keep 
all Pole® under aurvelllance, who enter the Federal Republic 
for a temporary stay. On tho other hand, tho peraona <ooanamed 
ueually dieolose their intelligenoe contact ozUy if they do 
not intend to return to Poland. Itoriaally, an informal intel- 
ligenoe approach la made when the passport i® handed over, 
before the trip. A written obligation utually wae not roQueeted. 
The tourist® were given target asalgnments, sometimea, however, 
they were Ju®t innkruotea **to keep theJr eye# ^p® 0 ** at their 
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teftlMtlM ktA upon their return, $lir« *a *oaiur%te report 
on their iaproeelone. 

Beeaen, oelliz^ et Weettm ports durlnc their tripe, were 
often ueed ne ootiriere bp the Polleh Intelligence Serrloe. 

i) trip. toJotieh Territory I 

.'pederel Republic oitisene end West Berliners, who trerel to 
Poland for primte reasons, for bueinese disoueeiens or for 
occupational reasons (s«ai&en) suet be prepared for beln^ 
approached by the polish Intelligenoe Service, iooordin^ 
to 1963 inteXligenoe results, reoruitere were most success- 
ful with merehanta, who are intereeted in Eastern trade. 

,ln the past year, Polish Intelligence Service recruiting 
attenpte of Geraen eeamen who entered Polleh end German 
ports (under Polish oooupatlon) were relatively oumerous 
(especially in Stettin). At flret, the persons approached 
were taken to the harbor -police beoauee they had either 
exceeded their ahors leave and siseed their ship, had 
attracted attention at drinking-bouts by engaging in 
fi^ta, or had helped East Zone seamen to escape. Puring 
the interrogation by the barbor*pollco, the Poliah Intel* 
ligenoe Service usually interfered, extenaively queatlonad 
the person conoemad, and gave further aeeignAente (procure- 
ment of city maps and similar Itene). They did not oommlt 
the pertons concerned in all oaeee. 

Typical la the case of a certain eallor, vhe was a cook on 
a coal transport, which navigated between ports of the 
Federal Eepublie cmd Stettin. 2>urlng a stay in Stettin, 
he missed his ship*s departure end was taken to the Polleh 
Intelligence Service by the harbor police* After be bad 
been placed under pressure by threatening bis with a lengthy 
prison term, he randered the requested information on his 
ship and its orsw. He also anevered questions (as far as 
he was able to ) as to the Federal and Allied Armed Force e. 
Finally, the Polish Intelligence Service committed him for 
intelligenoe cooperation and gave him the aasignasnt to 
oolleot intelligenoe Information on military coastal instal- 
lations In the Federal Hepubllo. When his ship re-entered 
the Stettin harbor f be was released. It had been agreed 
upon that the next time, bis ship called at the Stettin 
harbor, he wae to give his ssslgners a report on the reeulte 
of his espionage aetlvldes. The sailor disclosed hie 
intelligenoe mieslon in the Federsl Hepubllo and meantiBg* 
muttered out thereby evading further contact with She 
Polish Intelligence Servloe* 

4) Int.lllCTno* AimroAoh in the >«4fr*l Heputllai 

Tn 1963 ag^n some oases beoame luiown where^,Bi.t4raans of 
the Federal Hepubllo or West Berlin were visited at their 
boae by representatives of the Polish Intelligence Serving* 
and requested to become active in the intelligeDce field, 

iHien verifying the statements of these persons, it vas 
mostly found that previoue intelligenoe oontaot had 
exlsteii or oould be assuned. In June 19^), the vatoh- 
maker BOlttJALX) W. reported on such a reoruitment attempts 
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E* y0ma a 7ol«t BAnlad to a OarmaB« Xa vpaa hla visa'd 

b« filad aa applioatioa for r«-a« tilaataU AXXagodX/i 
be get a paislaaioa therefor under great diffioultleei after 
payiag 120,000*00 o tririVe. Three digre after be bed 

paid thle bribe I a leeaher of tb* TeUeb Xatelllgeaee ^ai<riee 
approached him and by referring to the pualehable nature of bit 
attitude t preaatired hia into iatelligenoe coeperatloa. At a 
•ubeequent aeeting in Waxsar* be eigned a vrlttext deolaratlon 
of costmitment • He wae to uee bie brother's addreee aa a cover 
addresB and mark the letter# for the Polieh Intolllgenee Service 
by dre'ffing wavy llnee under the place of residence. Be wae 
only ordered to get accuetomed to living in the Federal Republic, 
to build up his ooeupational career, and keep In contact with 
the Polieh Intelligence Service through a covor addreae. Berlin 
nee tings had been scheduled at a later date, vbioh had not yet 
been fixed. Be-eettlenent vae a>ade In the Fall of I960. In 
the ensuing period, he held correepondence eontaot vith the 
polish Intelligence Service, ae agreed, however, only reported 
on personal matters. 

On 21 Apr 1965 , W. allegedly «aa vial ted quite unexpectedly at 
hie home by an unknown person, who spoke Polieh. The unknown 
man brought him present a and a letter from hie brother. He then 
requested to have a private talk with him. He then reainded him 
of the bribe he had paldt as well as hie obligation, and threatened 
that his brother would have difficulties if he did Hot fulfill 
his obligation*. The unknown man gave him contact-paper and a 
cover i%ddreaa in Poland, where he was to write within 2 weeks. 

On 7 Hay I 963 , 1. allegedly was again approached by another 
unknown person, who reminded him of the cooperation be had 
promised. Three days later, in the evening, 2 unknown pereoae 
again approached him at hi a residence. One person wore police 
uniform. Both persons had come by oar and requested W. to get 
In. In the oar, they again requested hie cooperation by 
threatening him. Be was ordered to meet another person on 
2 June 1969 . This meeting was held. The ms ting -partner 
requested him to file an application for a visit to Poland 
at the Polieh Military Hieelon. There, iaetruoted by his 
aee ting-partner, be was to undergo intelligenoe training. 

The partner called hiaeelf chief of a eeetlon for polieh 
foreign oepionage, also questioned hin ae regards possible 
debts and offered him BH 2.000. W. allegedly refused to take 
the money. The man further ordered hla to open a watchmaker's 
shop at hie place of residence. Be would then have to travel, 
a lot. Hie shop waa to serve as a aeeting*plaoe for agents. 

After this last meeting, W. hade a confeseion at the Criminal 
Police. Be and bie family had been regietered at FriedlsAd in 
•<Wtober i 960 . At that time, he had not rendered any atatenanM 
aa wegarde the bribe affair and hie eubaaquent . obligation. After 
ho had ra*-*## tiled, he had oorrespondsnoe eontaot with hlsi 
reiativfs (mother and brother, allegedly. an Officer in the 
Polish Amy). After his oonfeeslon, he eae again twice remiodad 
of the cooperation he had proaieed, partly uadar throats..^ 

Dp to now, it wae not possible to verify V'e statements* 

Therefore, it oannot be established with Qerteltlty whether 
hie etatemente are true. The oontaet-paper, wbloh he banded 
over, wae genuine. If hia etatemente are true, this would bo 
the firaA rnyveay oass in whlph the EoLiah XMalXlgamoa Service 
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•0 eruddl7 tried to force e perion to itiok to hid obOicotion*

hie auooeeafuX re-eettleaent. UoualXy , after the approach » 
a fir it aeeting waa aobeduXed and pXannad in detail* low aa 
hafore» the aeetinc waa tha aoet Iwportant aeane of handling 
by the* Pbliah Ihtellifenod SeTwioOe, at leaat aa lon^ aa the 
" a^ent bad proyen hia auit ability and the eontaot bad beooaa 
profitahla for the Poliah Intelllfanoe 3erylee* Tbo Polish 
Intellifenee Serrioef aa f at aa poaalble^ tried to hare tho 
meetind* take plaoa within It a own a^ete of power » or at leaat* 
on Baatem territory* Only thent after the reliebiXity of the 
sdeat for the Poliah Intelllceaoe Berrloe had beooaa eotabXiahed, 
■eeiinde were acranded in neutral or Veatem foraidpa oouAtriea* 

In wuoh oaaea 9 aaaetlaes* aeetind* *awo only held upon ravuaab 
of the ed^nt or the taandllnd office* while eontaot mainly waa 
■aintalnad throudh one or eereral dead letterdropa. 

Another aeane of oontaot ueed by the Poll eh Intelli dance aar-wioa 
ooaeleted in nakind uae of PoXieh cltiaena* Weetera contac^a* 

The Polish InteXXldenoe Seryioe ueed tbeae oontaot a to requeat 
ita adWBtw in tha federal Republic in an inoonepiououe way» 
naamly by w«y of priyate letters* to obaerre aeetinde*

The nanaung meant of tbe Oaech Intelligenoe Seprl«ea did 
not undergo baaio ohangea in 1963* Of all intelligence 
Beane ueed, tbe aeeting at ill played tbe aoet laportent role, 
even though oontaot had been nalntained for a longer period 
over A-3 radio traffic, dead letterdrope or oover addreaaee. 
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At rtfftHt thf ttttblithlac of attiinct^ ao ooaaoa trend vaa 
aeitit aatiiadt vtrt held b/ oeurl«rt» vltbia tb«lr own 
jurledlotlon^ in aenirtl foreign oouiitrle«i and 4 a t]M Federal 
Republlo. . 

It me noted that agentt* equlpaent eat gredoally inproTed* 
A number of agenta were found in poaaeetlon of felaified pate- 
porta or Identlfioatlonav which ware leeued in the nane of 
peraoha llwlag in tbe Federal Bopublio, aa had been practiced 
by other Saetem Xntelligenoe Serrloea. Thaae felalfloationa 
were ezoelleat. All agenta coning from the 08SB were outfitted 
with Weatern olotfaet and etulpnont (luggage^ toilet artiolee)* 

Alao» when uelng oorer addreaaee, a certain differentiation 
waa noted, to the effect that the agent could not write to 
the ooTer addreeeee aocording t'o hie own dieoretion, but had 
to ute a certain addreet for a oartain type of lofomation. 

In the paat year, la one known ease, tbe Cteeh Intelligence 
aerwloe abandoned Ite praetioe of txaigiing agente indlTidvally , 
tend than to the Federal lepubllc and liawe then eperAte <here 
on their own.

In tha oaaas which beoaaa known during the reporting year» agent a 
were ezeluaiTelj handled by nembera of Tugoalaw Biaelona in tba 
Federal Repnblio (Tugoelaw Liaieon Of floe at tha $wedieb Bmbaeay 
at Mehlem* Tugoalaw Otnaral Coneulatei In Hamburg and Ifunicb). 
Acoording to tha awailable infornatioa no other maane of handling 
were uaad (radios 'dead lattardjrop» inTlaibla writlnga). Only in 
a 'few caa«a^ where an inttlllgeaoa aotiwitjr did not come about 
due to a dlfoloaurt» oorar oddreaeai in Tugoalawia were atated* 
which » howaTer* were only to be iafomad of the entry and euAceaa* 
ful legaliaatlon. Xt may ba aaeuaad that in. thaie caeeat doo» 
future handling waa to ba effected by mambtrti of tba aiMlnma* 

la 196^ p a aembar of tha Tugoalaw Liaiaon Office at the Swadlah 
Sabaesy at Mohlem was requeated to leawc the Federal Reptiblie due 
to intoUlgenoa activitlae^ Wbanavar Tugoalaw nationala appeared 
at the Miaaion in order to bawe their paeeporta prolongated, or 
for eoaa other reaaon, he tried to recruit them for intelligence 
oodparatioB.
